DO CERTAIN DETERGENTS DAMAGE DINNERWARE? That question is discussed 
in the paper by Dr. Ralph L. Cook, professor of ceramic engineering at the 
University of Illinois, and R. J. Brown, editor of Ceramic Age, in a recent 
issue of The American Ceramic Society Bulletin. The answer is "yes" and 
"no." Experiments with a boiling 10 percent solution of tetrasodium pyro- 
phosphate, the major source of alkaline salts in most detergents sold for 
use in automatic dishwashers, showed no significant effect on any of the 
glazes tested (A "glaze" is the familiar ceramic coating matured to the 
glassy state on china and pottery.) On the other hand, the same test pro- 
cedures applied to overglaze (a low-melting-—point glass used over standard 
glazes) caused a decided lightening of the color and a marked loss in 
weight of the overglazes. The conclusion drawn from the experiments is 
that if dinnerware "fades," it can probably be attributed to the continuous 
chemical action of detergents on an overglaze surface.

LOWER QUALITY CORNED BEEF in New York City, where about 35 percent of 
all corned beef in the United States is consumed, was specified by the city 
Health Department late last year. It seems that the city’s regulation 
limiting to 10 percent the amount of salt water that could be used in mak- 
ing corned beef was in conflict with the federal regulation adopted by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture permitting 20 percent of salt water to be 
added to beef briskets in the curing process Because of the alleged dif- 
ficulty in enforcing the higher standard, New York gave way to the fed- 
erals, and as one member of the board put it, New Yorkers are now paying

MINUTE QUANTITIES OF PENICILLIN IN FLUID MILK constitute a potential 
health hazard, according to an advisory medical panel to the Food and Drug 
Administration The proposed steps to be taken to eliminate this danger 


will be an educational program to persuade farmers to make certain that 
milk from treated cows is not used for human consumption for three days 
after penicillin treatments; an amendment to the penicillin labeling regu- 
lations requiring the 72-hour-caution to be placed on the immediate con- 
tainer used by farmers; and an amendment of regulations to reduce the per- 
missible dosage limit to 100,000 units each Surveys by the Food and Drug 
Administration have turned up small concentrations of penicillin in milk in 
nearly every state in the U.S.

NEW OR NEWLY TESTED: 

Poison Prison (Cat. No. C7 - 294; distributed by Krebs, Inc., Wester- 
ly, R.I.) $2.95, plus postage This little white—enameled metal box 
serves a very useful function in providing a means of segregating poten- 
tially harmful drugs and dangerous medicines, including aspirin, iodine, 
and laxatives, in the family medicine cabinet from tooth paste, shaving 
cream, and other mainly harmless items of daily toilet use It is 4 inches 
high, 5 inches wide, and 3 inches deep, small enough to fit conveniently 
into most medicine cabinets The little "safe" has a hinged hasp to be 
fastened with a padlock, for which two keys are supplied. Spring clips are 
provided to be attached for holding the box in place under a shelf Use 
tests of the sample purchased by Consumers’ Research indicated that the 
clips permitted easy attachment to most glass shelves, but they would not 
fit over a metal shelf that has an angle at the edge. Since the container 
is intended to be locked, it would not matter greatly from the safety 
standpoint whether it could be clipped to a shelf or not The worst that 
could be expected if busy little fingers removed it from the cabinet would 
be a well-scrambled lot of drugs and medicines from too vigorous shaking or
